CONSTITUTION AND BY LAWS

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ARTICLE 1 
Name 


The namo of this corporation and by which it shall be known is the Astoria 
Chamber of Comneroe. 


ARTICLE 2 
The duration of this corporation shall be perpotuale 
ARTICLE 3 
Purpose 
The objeot of this corporation and its pursuits shall be to promote the 
development of the socinl, physical and mental capacities of its members, to advance 
the commercial, industrial and civic welfare of the City of Astoria, Port of Astoria 
and the State of Oregon, the Pacific Northwest and the United States. 
ARTICLE 4 
Authority 


The authority, control and monagemont over all the property and oporations of 
the Chamber shull bo vosted in and be exercised by a Board of fifteon (15) Directors. 


ARTICLE 5 
Or ganization 
Section l. 
For tho purpose of systematizing the operation of tho Chaumbor, it shall bo 


divided into eighteon (18) dopartmonts, which departments shall be designated as 
follows: 


1. Hospitality 10. Logislation 

2¢ Inter-Commnity ll. Publicity and Convontions 

Se Industrial 12. Military & Naval Affairs 

4. Transportation 13. Taxation 

5 Membership 14. Fish and Game 

6. Finance-Budget 15. Lumber & Lumber products 

7. Inter-Club 16. Public Relations 

8- Retail Merchants Buroau 17. Mombership Forums 

9. Agriculturo 18. Highway Activities & Tourist Travel. 


Section 2.6 


The Chairmen of cach of those departments or committeos shall bo appointed 
by the president with power to nano his own committoe, subjoct to the approval 
of the presidont and the Board of Diroctors. A mombor of tho Board of Diroctors 
shall be assignod to oach committee as director in chargee Evory mombor shall 
be assigned to one committeo but any membor may be in charge of more than one 
committe. 


Section 3. 


Not less than ton days prior to tho close of tho fiscal yoar of the Chambor, 
each dopartment shall prepare and deliver to the Managing Scecrotary of the Chambor 
a recommonded budgot showing in detail the several amounts they dosire apportioned 
to them to carry on thoir proposed oporations during the forthcoming year, which 
recommondation shail be submittod by the Managing Secretary to tho incoming Budgot 
Committeo for considoration in preparation of tho now budget. 


Special comittoes may bo appointed as necessity arises by Prosident and a 
member of tho Board shall bo designated us diroctor in chargo of all special 
comiittces at tho time of thoir appointmonte 


Soction 4. 


Tho Board of Directors nay fill any vacancy in its Board by election by 
ballot of tho Directors, Such Diroctors, so olectod, shall serve the balanco 
of the unexpired torm. 
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ARTICLE 6 
Officers 


Section 1 


The officors of tho Chamber shall be a Board of Directors consisting of 
fifteon (15) mombors who will olect from their numbor a Prosidont, Vico Prosidont, 
Corporatio Socrotary and Troasurer. 


Members of tho Board of Directors shall bo olocted to servo a torm of three 
(3) years and no mombor will bo oligible for ro-oloction until there has boen a 
lapso of one yoar sinco ho proviously sorved on tho Board. 


Scotio 2. 


Tho Chairman of the Retail Morchants Buroau shall uutomatically become a 
momber of the Board of Diroctors if ho has not boon olectod by ballot. 


Section 3. 


The Board of Diroctors through its Prosidont, shall submit at tho annual 
meeting, 4 gencral roport of tho affairs and operations of tho Chambor during 
tho preceding youre 


Section 4. 


The Board of Directors, shall have gonerul chargo and direction of all affairs 
and operations of the Chamber, and tho management and control of all its funds and 
property. It shall be its duty to carry out the purposes of tho Chamber according 
to the articles of incorporation ond the constitution. 


Section 5. 


The Board of Directors shall hold regular mestings, one each week, on Friduy, 
time and place to be designated by the Board. «A majority of the Board of Directors 
shall constitute a quorune 


Special moctings of tho Board of Directors may be called at any timo by the 
order of the Prosident or by tho Vico President, acting in his absonco, and shall 
also be called at the requost in writing of throo membors of the Board, the timo, 
placo and purpose of tho said mooting to be designated at the call. 


Section 6. 


The Board of Directors shall have power and authority to muke, alter, amend, 
and onforco rulos rogulating the uso of tho Chamber quarters and properties and 
to imposo suitable ponaltics for the violation of such rulos; it may also remit 
such ponaltios. It shall havo powor and authority to make, altor, amond and 
enforces rules for its own government, and shall have powor to docido all quostions 
not governed or dotermined by the constitution. 


Section 7. 


The President, or in his absence, the Vice-President, shall praside at all 
neetings of the Chamber and Board of Directors. In the ovont of the absence of 
both, tho Chamber or Board of Directors may eloct its prosiding officor for such 
mootinge 


Tho Monoging Socretary shall, with the Presidont, Vice Prosidont or Treusurer, 
sign all vouchors on which funds of tho Chamber aro to be disbursed. Presidont 
shall, with tho Manuging Secretary or Corporation Sccrotary, sign all deeds, mort- 
gagos, contracts and othor instrunonts affecting the properties of tho Chamber. 
Authority to sign such before mentioned instrumonts atfocting the proportios and 
operations of the Chambor, in tho name of ond for and on behalf of the Chanbor, 
may also bo dologatod by resolution of tho Board of Diroctors to some other suitablo 
officer of tho Chamber. 


Section 8. 


Tho Corporation Sooretary shall koep a corroct account of all the businoss 
transactions of tho Chamber, shall collect tho dues of tho mombers, and oll other 
monios coming to tho Chambor, ond shall pay tho sano ovor to tho treasurer, taking 
his rocoipt therofor or tho roceipt of such dopository as may bo dosignated by 
the Board of Diroctors. Ho shall keop the rocords and coiduct tho general corres- 
pondonce of tho Chambers ho shall notify each porsm olocted to membership of his 
olootion. 


: ARTICLE 6°" (Cont'de) 
Seotion 8. (Cont'd. ) 


The Corporation Secretary shall perform such other duties as may be assignod 
to him by the Board of Directors. 


During tho poriods that tho Chamber employs a Managing Secretary, hoe shall 
perform tho aforomontioned dutios assigned to tho Corporation Secretary and it 
shall bo the duty of tho Corporation Secretary to chock on the activities of the 
Managing Socrotary when and if he sees fite 


Section 9. 


Tho Troasurer shall, at his will and discretion, audit the books of tho Corpo- 
ration and shall with a board of two Chambor mombers mako an onnual audit at the 
ond of each fiscal yoar and roport the results of this audit to the Board of Diroc- 
tors in his annual roport. 


The officors and members of the Chambor, shall, if required to do so by the 
Board of Diroctors, give suroty bonds for the faithful discharge of thoir dutics 
in such sums as the Board from time to time may require ond shall, at tho expiration 
of their torm of service, turn ovor to their successors, all monies, property, books 
and papers of tho Chamber in their possossion. All bonds shall bo for tho bonefit 
of and payable to tho Chamber. Tho Suroty Company issuing such bonds shall be 
sclected by tho Board of Diroctors and tho promium paid by tho Chamber. 


Section 10, 


The Board of Directors shall havo powor to employ a Managing Secretary for the 
Chamber, his duties and operations shall be prescribed ond directed by the Board 
and salary fixod by the Board. Tho Board shall have powor and authority to delegate 
such duties to such Manager aos it may doom advisable and may transfer any or all of 
tho clerical work of tho Socretary's offico to the Managing Secretary should such 
move be deomed advisable. Power to omploy tho necossary assistants in the conduct 
of the Chamber may be delogated by tho Board to such Monaging Socrctary, compensa- 
tion of such employees to be fixed by the Board of Directors. Tho Managing Secro- 
tary so omployed shall be subject to the authority and control of the Board of 
Directors, shall make a report to it at such tino as it may roquire. Ho shall also 
perform any other duties assigned to him by the Board. 


Section ll. 


No officer of tho Chambor, shall as such, receive any compensation for services 
rendered unless spocifically ordored by the Board of Directors, and or, tho Corpora- 
tion Socrotary whon acting as Managing Socretary. 


ARTICLE 7 
Section 1 


The fiscal yoar of the Chamber shall close on the 3lst day of December of coach 
yeare 


Soction 2. 


On or bofore tho 25th day of Decomber of cach yoar, tho Board shall cause a 
full list of names of tho entire members to be presented and distributed to members 
of the Chamber through letter and this list shall constitute a ballot from which 
mombors of tho Board to bo electod for the following year shall be chosen. The 
ballot shall bo conducted for five days immediately precocding the date of the close 
of the fiscal yoar and from this list each member shall choose five and the five 
men receiving the highest number of votes from the ontire mombership shall be 
designatod as the incoming directors. Each firm for voting purposes shall have 
only ono represor.tative listed on tho ballot. 


The annual meoting of the Astoria Chamber of Commorce shall be held on the 3lst 
day of Decomber each year at tho hour sot by tho Board of Direotors and when said 
day shall fall on Sunday or a legal holiday the meoting or act to be performed on 
that date shall be held or porformod on tho noxt succoeding businoss day. At said 
meeting the Board of Directors or officers dosignated by them shall open and count 
the ballots dopositod by tho members, and announco the result of the election, tho 
ones roceiving tho najority voto shall bo doclarod clected. Each active and lifo 
momber in good standing shall havo tho right of casting one ballot for cach director 
to be elected as proscribod in Article 8, Section 2. In caso of ties winnor will 
be determined by o drawings 


For tho purposo of a propor suporvision ovor tho balloting, tho Board of 
Directors shall cause a list to be mado of all mombers ontitled to vote and shall 
designate a proper officor or omployee to be in attendanco at said ballot box for 
the purposo of checking cach momber as he deposits his ballot. Ballots by mail 
shall be deomed logal ballots. 


ARTICLE 7 (Cont'de) 
Sootion 2. (Cont'd. ) 


Fivo mombors shall bo olectod to tho Board of Diroctors coach yoar to sorve for 
a torn of throo yours as doscribod in Articlo 6, Section 1. Howover, at tho first 
election, fiftoon (15) mombers are to be elocted as mnombors of the Board of Diroc- 
tors, five mon boing oloctod for a period of one year, five mon being olected for 
a period of two yours and fivo mon boing cloctod for a poriod of three yoarse 


ARTICLE 8 
Seotion le 
Memborships in the Chamber nay be eithor activo or honorary. 
Seotion 2. 


Active mombers shall be business and professional men and others interested 
in the purposes for which the Chanbor is incorporatod. Only «active members are 
entitled to voto and hold offico in the Chanbor. 


Section 3. 


Persons who have performed some service of distinction for the City, State 
or Nation, entitling them to special rocognition, may havo conforrod upon them 
honorary memberships in tho Chambor, upon rocoiving the unanimous vote of the 
Board of Directors; provided, hovever, that not more than five such momberships 
shall be conferred within any one year; and providod further, that the intontion 
to submit a name for admission to honorary membership shall bo announced by the 
Director proposing it at tho last regular noeting of tho Board prior to the date 
whon the matter is to bo acted upon. Notico of the tino that such proposal is to 
be considered shall be sent to oach member of the Board by tho Corporation Socrotarye 
Honorary membors shall be ontitled to all the priviloges of tho Chambor, oxcept to 
vote and hold offico, and shall be exempt fron the payment of duose 


Section 4e 


Each application for membership shall be signed by tho applicant giving post- 
office addross, which shall becone his registorod addross, subject to change fron 
time to timee Such applicant must be rocormended by a nember of the Chamber in 
good standinge <All applications must bo filod with ths Corporation Socrotary, 
and by him submitted to tho Board of Directors. Tho Board may make such investiga- 
tion, through comutteo or othorwise, as may bo desirable before acting upon such 
application. Eloction to momborship shall be by two-thirds affirmative vote of 
the mombors of tho Board of Diroctors prosonte 


Section 5e 


Individuals, firms and corporations subscribing for nore than ono mombership 
may designate an active ropresontative for each momborship so subscribed and such 
representative shall be ontitled to all privilcoges of tho Chamber with the exception 
that for voting purposes, each firm shall have only ono representative listed on the 
ballot as prescribed in Article 7, Soction 2. Each firm, partnorship, corporation 
or organization subscribing for but ono membership shall designate one roprosenta- 
tive to act for it and no other membor of such firm, partnership, corporation or 
organization shall be entitlod to tho privilogos of the Chanbor. 


Section 6. 


Any mombor not in arroars for dues, and not indebted to the Chanbor, may 
present his resignation in writing to tho Board of Directors which rosignation may 
bo accepted ond notico thoreof given to said applicant by the Corporation Socretary. 


Section 7. 


Upon death, resignation or dismissal from the Chamber of ony membor, his men- 
bership and all rights acquired under same shall thoreupon and thereby be termin- 
ated, and all tho interost in tho proporty of the Chamber of any person so ceasing 
to be a member shall rovert to and be vested in tho Chanbors; providod, that whore 
more than one momborship has boon subscribed and paid for by individuals, firms, 
partnerships, or corporations, who have diod, resigned, or been dismissed from the 
Chamber or from tho sorvicos of tho subscribers, or for other roasons assigned by 
the subscribers, such mombverships may be transferred to other reprosentatives upon 
application in writing by tho principals to tho Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE 9 


Dues 
Section Le 


The yearly dues for activo nombors of the Chamber shall be twenty-four dollars 
($24.00) payable in advance annually, somi-annually, quarterly or monthly as tho 
Board of Directors may by resolution order. 


The Chambor may collect from any individual member or firm additional monios 
over tho membership, to be termed Service Fund. The amomt shall be based upon 
the bonofits dorivod from the organization and tho mombor's ability to pay. 


Section 2e 


Honorary mombers of tho Chamber shall be exompt from paymont of duese 
Section 3. 


The yearly dues of each active member shall become payable on the first day 
of the mmth following his election to membership by tho Board of Diroctorse 


Soction 4e 


All mombers whose dues shall become three months in arrears shall be automati- 
cally suspended theroby. Report of such suspension shall be made to the Board of 
Directors by the Corporation Secretary, who shallalso notify such members of their 
suspension, Any momber who has boon suspended for non-payment of dues may be re- 
stored to nembership by the Board upon the payment in full by him of all his 
indebtedness due at the tine of his suspension. 


ARTICLE 10 


Question of Public Policy 
Section le 


Questions of public policy are those which the Board of Directors or the 
President, subject to roview by the Board of Directors by two-thirds voto, 
shall declare to be of national, state or civic importance. Questions of 
public policy shall be determined by not less than a two-thirds vote of the 
Directors present; or the Directors may, and when roquested in writing by fifty 
members in good standing of the Chambery, shall submit the question to a special 
meeting of the genoral membership of the Chamber of Commerce. At such mecting 
action upon tho question shall bo determined by a vote of not less than two-thirds 
of tho mombers prosonte 


Section 2. 


Neithor tho Board of Directors nor the general membership shall tako action 
upon a question of public policy at the same mecting where it is first presented, 
unless the call for the meeting shall give notice of tho presentation of such 
question. 


Section 3. 


Sinee questions of a highly controversial nature tend to create dissension 
and thus to impair the usefulness of the Chamber of Commerce as a service and 
development organization, it is doclared to be in the interests of the Chamber 
to avoid such questions as far as is possible, consistont with the aims and 
obligations of tho Chamber of Commerce. All questions which may be declared 
under thesc By-Laws to be "questions of public policy" shall, before a position, 
if any, is adopted, be subject to careful scrutiny by the Board of Directors or 
appropriate coumitteo from the standpoint of the following considerations, among 
others: 


1. Doos tho question boar directly upon businoss to the extent that 
it belongs within the function of the Chambor of Commerco as a 
business organization? 


2. Is the question controversial to the extent that there appears to be 
sharp and irreconcilable difference of opinion among the membership? 


3. Does tho question lend itself to mail reforondum vote? 


4. Is the question such that the Chamber will ronder o useful servico 
and fulfill its obligation by assembling and publishing the facts 
and tho argunmonts for and against, without taking a definite 
position. 
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ARTICLE 11 


Amendments 


Seotion l. 


Constitution may bo amonded by a two-thirds voto of tho mombers of tho Board 
of Directors prosont at any mooting of tho Board of Directors provided that noticos 
and copies of such proposed anondmonts shall bo furnishod to the Corporation Secro- 
tary and that tho Corporation Socretury shall causo noticos of such mooting to bo 
printed and sont to oach momber of tho Board of Directors along with printed copics 
of tho proposod auonduont, at loast ton (10) days prior to tho dato of tho mocting. 


ARTICLE 12 


ORDER OF BUSINESS 


Section le 


The businoss of tho*Board shall bo conducted in the following order: 


l. Roading of minutes of last regular moeting 
and of spocial mooting hold subsequent thoreto. 


2e Corrospondonco. 
3. Roports of Spooial Cormmittoos 
4. Roports of Stunding Commnittcos 
6. Unfinishod Business 
6- Now Businoss 
Section 26 
Robert's Rules of Order shall be the procedure in conducting meetings of the 


Chamber Board of Directors and committees oxcept whon provision is otherwise made 
in the constitution.
